tain appreciation*of the more delicate and subtle compo- 
nents of nature. 

The finer the sensitivity in a person, the more acute 
his powers of perception and the wider his range of emo- 
tions. He is moved to greater and deeper planes of feeling 
than a man whose senses are calloused and numb. 

To close this discussion, and summing up the answer 
to our question, I would say that art is the expression of 
emotions through organization of suggestions of elements 
given by nature and founded on the senses of man.
